AIC RESEARCH 
REVEALS LABOR 
DEMANDS ARE 
UNFILLED 

About one-fourth of the 
employers’ labor demands 
in Hampden County “are 
going chronically unfilled”, 
according to a report 
released last Friday af¬ 
ternoon to the Labor Market 
Advisory Council of Western 
Massachusetts at American 
International College. 

The fourth in a series of 
studies conducted within a 
two-year period, the report, 
“Investigation Into the 
Quality of the Hampden 
County Labor Market, 
August, 1974,” noted “there 
are a significant number of 
jobs which employers report 
a consistent inability to fill.” 

The investigation, 
prepared under a grant from 
the U.S. Department of 
Labor, was conducted by 
Prof. Theodore R. Byrne, 
chairman of the AIC Finance 
Department, and senior 
Paul P. Nicolai of Trenton, 
N.J. Prof. Byrne is also 
chairman of the Labor 
Market Advisory Council 
and director of the AIC 
Business Research Institute. 

Byrne’s sample covered 
488 firms in five Hampden 
County communities — 
Springfield, Holyoke, 
Westfield, Agawam and 
West Springfield. He said 
results of another study of 
smaller employers in this 
area will be released later 
this month. 

Among the highlights of 
the investigation as an¬ 
nounced Friday by the AIC 
professor: 

Over 45 per cent of the 
August job openings were for 
skilled workers; up over 20 
per cent from a year ago. 
The needs for skilled 
workers has increased 
dramatically and the 
demands for unskilled 
workers has correspon¬ 
dingly fallen. 

The average starting wage 
has increased by 20 cents per 
hour in the county in the past 
12 months. 

Although large numbers of 
these unfilled jobs offer low 
starting wages the average 
starting offer currently 
stands around $3 per hour. 

Byrne noted there has 
been some softening in the 
demand for clerical and non- 
skilled workers and the
